The hon- 
orable minister was, it should be further 
noted, at the outset of his political carcer 
a strong independent. What would he 
have thought if, when he spoke against 
the government's Yukon railway policy, 
a paper controlled by one of the ministers 
of that day had in reply to his criticism 
said that he must have been drunk when 
he made it. A follower of the adminis- 
tration evidently disagrees with its policy

And Mr, George is not the only 
high protectionist who is a power behind 
the throne at Ottawa, Is it any wonder, 
then, that good Liberals like Mr, Grant 
are growing uneasy about the administra- 
tion's fiscal policy? The only hope for 
the party under the circumstances is that 
the Conseryatives will continue to play 
the suicidal part of simply trying to go 
the Tiberals one better in the way of 
bidding for protectionist favor,

missible in the mails. Vulgar and 
suggestive postcards are to be for- 
warded to the nearest branch dead 
letter office, but indecent postcards, 
posted in Canada, are to be for- 
warded to the postoffice inspector 
for the district, with information 
asto the name of the sender if 
such is known to the postoffice. 


At Friday’s session of the Synod 
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of Montreal diocesd Rev. Dr. Tuck- 
er, general secretary. of the Can- 
adian Missionary society, said the 
Church of England must awaken 
to the immense possibilities of the 
Canadian west or it would be left 
behiud.

Thomas Daly of Clover Bar, who cap- 
tured the handsome Silver Trophy pre- 
sented by Mr, Seton-Smith of this city 
for the best 1000 bushel sample of oats, 
has won prizes all over the world but 
states that no-where had he inet with 
such hard competition as right here at 
home. As Hon, Mr. Oliver said in pre- 
senting the trophy, there is no doubt in 
being awarded the prize for the best oats 
in Kdimonton district, he won it for the 
best oats off the continent of America, 
Mr. Daly's sample certainly made those 
sent by the government to be used as 
standards in the judging look like the 
proverbial thirty cents, The govern: 
ment sample, produced in Manitoba, 
weighed 384 pounds, Mr, Dary's tipped 
the scale at 43% and it is extremely 
doubtful it a single one of the 65 entries 
did not weigh more than that sent by the 
government, ‘These are facts which thie 
world should know of and every citizen 
of Northern Alberta should tnake it a 
point to scatter the information ar far as 
yossible.

notices. ‘These fellows who want 
to dodge the expense of an honest 
advertisement themselves hide be- 
hind this so-called ‘professional 
etiquette,’ step in and say, ‘If you 
do we'll take your parchment 
away.’ And the present law per- 
mits this arbitrary conduct. I am 
glad the Canadian Press Associa- 
tion purposes to bring the matter 
before the Government, and I hope 
besides that) every publisher and 
every editor and every newspaper 
in the Dominion will make the 
welkin ring until this abuse is done 
away with.’’

‘The west is the young 
man’s country and it excites no 
surprise to see young fellows 
scarcely out of their teens occupy- 
ing the most responsible positions 
and doubtless the Lounger will 
find few to agree with him when 
he states it as his opinion that on 
the whole it is a misfortune to see 
the highest places filled by beard- 
less boys. He is a young man 
himself but he must recognize the 
fact that he is apt to become an old 
one and he would sooner make less 
rapid progress now than stand the 
chance, when he reaches middle 
age, of being thrust aside for a 
person twenty years his junior. If 
a man’s working life is to cease at 
45 or 50, none of us have much of 
an outlook before us. ‘The world 
would be better, it.geems to me, by 
having our young men serve long 
apprenticeships. George Eliot, in 
one of her poems, draws an_ in- 
teresting picture of Antonio Stradi- 
vari, the greatest violin maker in 
history, describing him as 


‘That plain white-apron’d man 
who stood at work 

‘Patient and accurate, full four- 
score years,”’ 


She compared him with Naldo. 


“Knowing all tricks of style at 
thirty-one, 

‘And weary of them, while An- 
tonio 

“At sixty-nine wrought placidly 
his best.’’ 


There are plenty of Naldos 
abroad in the world today. 


I learn that the modest chronicler 
of the Board of ‘Trade excursion to 
Winnipeg failed to note one item 
on the programme that was arran- 
ged on the way home, ‘The chair- 
man made the announcement:

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Woulda’t beTolerated Here 


Comparisions are often made be- 
tween British and Canadian politics 
to show how much higher the ideals 
of the former are. It is true that 
on the whole a much better spirit 
is displayed in the old land. But 
there are exceptions. During the 
recent election in Manchester a 
handbill was circulated and was 
a factor in Mr Balfour’s defeat. We 
venture to say that no Canadian 
constituency would tolerate such 
an attack on a public man as it 
contained, , It was headed, ‘‘War 
Supplies, Past and Present,’’ and 
was an extract from the ‘‘Memoirs 
of Goerge Elers,’’ captain of the 
Twelfth Regiment of Foot, edited 
from the original MSS. by Lord 
Morison and George [everson 
Gower. Page 177, year about 
1805: ‘There was living at Madras 
at this time a civilian named James 
Balfour. He had been suspended 
from the service for taking a horse 
as a present from some of the nat- 
‘ives, 

‘He got restored, and as I had 
parted with all my horses he was 
so kind as to lend me one to ride, 
and I fed him. He was a great, 
tall, rough brute to ride, but he 
was better than none. 

‘“The Honorable Basil Cochrane 
had for many years held the con- 
tract for supplying the navy with 
meat, provisions, etc., and made a 
very handsome fortune; but he kept 
open house for every officer in the 
navy, from the poor mid, to the 
post captain, This must have re- 
duced his means of saving. a very 
large fortune, which he , might 
otherwise have done. My friend 
James Balfour, soon after I left 
India, got Cochrane’s situation. 
He only held it a very few years 
and he made £300,000 and left a 
Scotsman, by the name of MacCon- 
nachy, to act for him at an allow- 
ance of £6000 per annum. 

‘Balfour made this enormous 
fortune in about four years, as he 
told me. He bought a house iu 
Grosvenor square, became an M.P. 
and married a daughter of the Karl 
of Lauderdale. He did not, like 
Cochrane, keep an open house, or 
if he did it was only the door and 
windows.”’ 

James Balfour, of Whittingshame 
N. B., married Lady Elenor Mait- 
land, daughter of George, eighth 
Karl of Lauderdale, and begat a 
son, James Maitland. 

James Maitland Balfour married 
Lady Blanche Cecil, sister to the 
late Lord Salisbury, and begat a 
son, Arthtr James. , 

Arthur James Balfour is an ex- 
managing director of the affairs of 
state that permitted the South Af- 
rican war stores scandals, Does 
breed tell ?

A Knocker in our Midst. 


B. Harris, till recently of Cheney, 
Washington territory, is, according 
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to the Spokane Spokesman’s Re- 
view, now a resident of Strathcona. 
Mr. Harris, if he is still living in 
the town across the river, is apt to 
find himself rather unpopular in 
this vicinity. In a letter to the 
Spokesman’s Review, which is da- 
ted the 17th of last October, he 
wrote: 

“They claim there is no wind 
here, but that is not true. The 
wind wind is blowing here so hard 
that a fellow’s bones rattle like a 
rattler with 12 rattles on, They 


‘also claim that cattle are running 


all winter on the range, and that 
also is untrue. People who have 
been in the country for some time 
inform me that they seen it 56 and 
even 70 degrees below zero, and the 
ground freezes nine to twelve feet, 
but still the agents and land sellers 
will tell you that it*is the finest 
climate in the world. I have been 
out here six weeks, and should 
know a little about it. I saw on 
October 15, farmers from Fargo, 
N.D., who had been looking over 
land for the past six days until the 
cars would arrive with their effects, 
and came into Strathcona and nev- 
er unloaded their cars, but sent 
them back again. 

‘““A great deal of the land was 
taken up here two years ago, but 
any amount of it has been cancelled 
and never re-taken.: Many take 
land about October, build a shack, 
stay ovef winter to the Ist of May 
and then return toSpokaneand the 
Palouse country and work through 
threshing. They repeat this until 
they get a patent and then sell out 
when they can, In the country 
around Lacomb all the crops have 
been frozen out and the most of it 
has not been hauled out for the last 
five years. ‘To take land one must 
hold down a claim in the wilderness 
with no neighbors for many miles 
but timber wolves and here and 
there perhaps an Indian or two. 
Get sick once and you will be fin- 
ished for good. 

‘Tt is almost impossible to get 
work, as the farmers do not employ 
help, and: the little work that is to 
be had in the towns is given to 
Russians, as there are lots of them 
and they work cheap.”’ 

It is dificult to fittingly charac- 
terize such atissue of misstatements. 
The inference is that the farmers 
from Fargo complained-of the cli- 
mate. But is it possible to imagine 
thatanyone would prefer the bliz- 
zards of Dakota to the fine, clear, 
healthy weather of Alberta? The 
meteorological records shows that 
the thermometer goes much lower 
in Dakota than in Strathcona and 
here we know nothing whatever 
of the storms which tie up business 
for days at a time in that state. 
Near Raymond in Southern Alber- 
ta the Knight Sugar Company is 
already engaged in sowing wheat. 
A baseball match was played at 
Lethbridge two weeks ago. ‘There 
has been absolutely no hardship 
whatever involved by the weather 
conditions at any point in Alberta 
during the present winter and Mr. 
Harris’ stories are absurd on their 
face. As to the abandonment of 
the land when once taken up, it is 
plainly contradicted by every stat- 
istic. ‘These have been published 
over and over again, ‘Thousands 
of American farmers are coming 
into the country each year and no 
one is more enthusiastic regarding 
its possibilities than they. ‘The 
president and secretary of the Al- 
berta Farmers’ Association are both 


former American citizens. We 
would like to have Mr. Harris 
interview Mr. Warner and Mr. 


Stevens, and send their opinions 


bazk to the Spokesman’s Review. 
What does he think of the recent 
statement of Mr. B. W. Snow, the 
great American wheat expert, who |° 
holds that the Saskatchewan valley 
has the finest wheat-growing possi- 
bilities on the continent? Does 
that tally with his story about fro- 
zen crops? If the country is no 
good, why is it that the banks are 
tumbling over one another to get 
into it and commence business? 
Why are the railways all’ using 
every effort to reach Edmonton, 
including the lines controlled by 
J. J. Hill, to whose energy the 
development of the Spokane coun- 
try is for the most part due? 

The men behind these corpora- 
tions do not invest their millions in 
a territory that is so much frozen 
wilderness. Mr. Harris has either 
an unworthy object to serve or is 
quite incapable of making accurate 
observations. 

Saskatoon and Regina are both 
putting up a strong fight for the 
capital of Saskatchewan. The 
citizens of the former have at last 
become convinced that the loss of 
the distinction is really threatened. 
Moosejaw and Prince Albert are 
setting forth their claims but they 
are not looked upon as having any 
chance. ‘The Indian Head Prairie 
Witness makes this suggestion: 

Were the people guided by beau- 
ty and picturesque of situation, 
there is one spot that none other 
can compare with, the beautiful 
historic and romantic Fort Qu’ Ap- 
pelle, that they would choose. 
We venture a hope that a com- 
promise may yet be.reached which 
will place our legislative halls be- 
side the beautiful Qu’ Appelle lakes, 
endeared as they are to many 
through legend, association, story 
and song. It was acruel mistake 
that was made in earlier years when 
this lovely spot was not chosen for 
such a purpose, and it would be 
fitting if at last the gem of Saskat- 
chewan should come to its own.

‘The Jef- 
ferson was 60 hours making the 
trip from Juneau to Skagway. 
It is still intensely cold in the Yu- 
kon valley, being 60 below zero at 
Dawson, but the temperature is 
rising.

J. W. Lyon, of Guelph, looks to Hdmonton to become a city of 
100,000 in 16 years and thinks it would be foolish not 
to control its services. :

problem in Edmonton, and_ the 
desire of the council and citizens to 
have a line constructed and oper- 
ated as a municipal enterprise, the 
Saturday News has thought it ad- 
visable to prosecute some enquiries 
in regard tothe success which other 
municipalities have attained in 
connection with similar undertak- 
ings. In Ontario, the two cities 
which own their street car lines are 
Guelph and St. Thomas, each of 
which has a population at present 
slightly in excess of that of IHd- 
monton and Strathcona combined, 
In response to a letter requesting 
information, Mr. J. W. Lyon, the 
president of the Guelph railway 
commission, sends a very complete 
reply. The city of Guelph has 
been very fortunate in the men 
whom it has secured to manage its 
street railway, Mr. Lyon, himself, 
is a man of means and leisure and 
of untiring energy. He hus large 
interests in the west and in_ his 
references to local conditions knows 
what he is talking about. Asso- 
ciated with him are G. B. Ryan, 
the foremost dry goods merchant of 
the city, J. J. Drew, a lawyer, and 
two members of the council, Mayor 
Sleeman and Ald. M. F. Cray, 
What success they have had Mr, 
Lyon tells at length, His letter 
reads as follows: 

“Your letter to Mr. McIntosh 
has been handed to me for reply, 
as I am President of the Guelph 
Radial Railway, which is our street 
railway, the city property. The 
‘city purchased this property over 
two years ago, paying $78,000 for 
it. Since then they have voted 
$30,000 more to improve the road, 
purchase a park, install a storage 
battery, purchase new cars, extend 
the line, ete. I enclose you the 
statement of our manager, clipped 
from the Railway and Shipping 
World, which will show you the 
business done by the road during 
the past year. We have approxi- 
mately seven miles of track. We 
are considering further extensions, 
The road was first opened in 1896 
and lost from $4,000 to $6,000 a 
year fora number of years. The 
year hefore the city purchased it 


jit lost about $1,300 on operating 


expenses. ‘The past year the sur- 
plus was over $4,000 above oper- 
ating expetises, and would have 
‘been a thousand dollars more had 
we not had a certain accident 
which cost us approximately about 
$1,000. It istrue that the state- 
ment does not show the said earn- 
ings of $4,000. ‘The reason of 


that is that we paid the interest on 


$48,000 debentures. ‘The city has 
subscribed new stock’ and deben- 
tures are now paid and the road is 
free of debt and has a promising 
future, 

“Port Arthur and St. ‘Mhiomas 
are also running electric railways, 
The venttre was a losing one in 
Port Arthur for a number of years 
but is now making a great deal of 
money and will continue to make 
more and. more, ‘The road could 
not be made to pay in Guelph 
were it not for our agricultural 
College which I suppose you know 
about, that is visited annually by 
about 40,000 people and there is 
constant travelling between it and 
the city besides, The opening of 


our new park last year was the 
main cause of the great increase 


paying interest on its cost without 
being able to write off anything for 
depreciation, although we are keep- 
ing the road in good repair, I think 
better than when we obtained the 
road, It is plain, however, to see 
that from now on it will pay much 
better and in a year or two it will 
in my opinion be on a sound finan- 
cial basis and. able to pay a good 
dividend on the money invested, 
and also able to set aside a sufficient 
sum for repairs and depreciation, 

“Guelph at present has some- 
thing over 18,000 population, I 
understand that Idmonton thinks 
of building three miles to begin 
with, This will only mean a com- 
paratively small investment and 
should approximately pay. There 
would be no large profit in the road 
to Edmonton until it had from 
15,000 to 18,000 population. After 
that point it should be a continually 
increasing and valuable asset, and 
as I believe that Edmonton will in 
the future become a very large 
city it certainly would be wisdom 
for Edmonton to own its own fran- 
chise and street car line. Munici- 
pal ownership is growing. Alimost 
every place that has municipal 
ownership is well satisfied ‘and 
could not be induced to change. 
If Edmonton gave the franchise to 
other parties the natural result 
would be that within ten years’ 
time you would be buying it back 
and paying a very long price for 
the franchise. 

“The city of Guelph was com- 
pelled to buy the street railway 
although at the time it looked like 
a losing investment, simply to ob- 
tain the rights to our own. streets, 
as the street railway franchise was 
of a character to control our streets, 
By starting a short line of three 
miles you would lose but little and 
you would forestal and keep others 
out and the line can be extended as 
the service was found necessary, 
and when Edmonton became a 
large city you would be a long way 
the gainer, If you ever expect 
Edmonton to extend to 20,000 pop- 
ulation you should by all means 
own and control your street car 
service, In my opinion Edmonton 
will pass 100,000 within 15 years, 
and the surplus earnings of the 
street railway for a city of that 


size would go a long way towards 


paying the taxes,’’ 
St. Thomas' Hxperience 

N. H. Buchner, editor of the St, 
Thomas Times writes : 

“Your memo received. As to 
the street cars here, the service has 
shown a deficit of something over 
$1000 cach year sinct the city took 
it over, but the shortage has grown 
less each year. So many steam 
rail roads cross the city that the 
trolley line is obstructed, and peo- 
ple are compelled to ride several 
miles around the belt line in order 
to get half or quarter of a mile 
across town. ‘Then ‘the fares were 
made low—8 tickets for 25 cents, 
and ten tickets for 26 cents for 
working-men during certain hours. 
The council this year proposes to 
raise rates to six tickets for a quar- 
ter, and eight for working ten, 
During the summer the lines pay; 
in the winter they lose. With a 
cross-town line, which is expected 
soon, it is anticipated the system 
will pay its way, The people want 
the cars,”’

For fifteen years he had 
lived there among his books, re- 
ceiving his friends, ‘There he had 
written his History and many of 
his most brilliant essays, and there 
he had sent out his ‘Lays of An- 
cient Rome’’ to thrill every school- 
boy in the land. ‘There too he had 
bought the leisure of his later 
years, He admitted that he was 
going to leave the Albany thrice as 
rich and far more famous than when 
he entered it. Yet the leaving of 
it made him profoundly sad. In 
his diary he tells us that he had 
been very happy at the top of that 
toilsome staircase, and that every- 
thing he was doing was colored by 
the thonght that he would never 
do it again. You all know Dr. 
Johnson’s oft quoted remark that a 
person never does a thing conscious- 
ly for the last time without a feeling 
of regret. You can well understand 
the passionate devotion that actu- 
ates the old countryman for the 
place of abode of his fathers when 
you consider the generations that 
have come and gone of his name 
that have called the old place home. 
Canadians are too new a people to 
rightly appreciate how inbred in 
the bone the average Britisher’s 
feelings are’ in this respect. We 
love our homes, but we move too 
often to understand how death itself 
seems easier to a man than the 
giving up of the old place. Ina 
new city like Edmonton properties 
are being turned over too often to 
represent much of tragedy or 
romance to the average man or 
woman. Money and the love of it 
are in danger of robbing us of sen- 
timental attachments of this char- 
acter. But what has started me on 
this train of thought is the fact 
that once again I hope soon to have 
a roof which I may call my own, 
and that means a heap in Edmonton 
at ‘present. 

I never enter a new house now 
and wander around its empty rooms 
but that the thought comes to me, 
‘what are you to mean to me, 
what is destined to happen to us 
here?’’ I am reminded always of 
other houses that have held much 
of comedy and tragedy for me. 

Firstly there was the little brand- 
new red-brick house—oh such a 
wonderful affair it seemed then— 
that represented our first home, I 
can remember the first ecstatic 
hanging of curtains, the polishing 
of the new silver, the jolly chafing- 
dish parties. I can readily recollect 
too my Dora—like keeping of house- 
hold accounts. ‘Then came His 
Highness, King Baby, and 
henceforth a halo settled around 
the uncomfortable little quarters 
and now I never look back to that 
house but to bless it for all the joy 
it brought to me, 


Other houses followed and each 
has its peculiar associations. ‘There 
was the red-brick house with every 
modern convenience. What this 
means to a housekeeper, often 
servantless, every woman knows. 
Here I had the joy of papering 
according to my own taste. I had 
too the wherewithal to furnish as 
I listed, and this house I always 
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enter in my mental diary as my 
first experience on Easy street. 
(Possibly Uneasy it was for my 
worser seven - eighths). The last 
house of all was painted the vivid- 
est green known to the profession. 
We were forced however to take it, 
through having its predecessor 
sold over our heads. This shelter 
for our household goods I look 
back upon with mingled feelings. 
It saw our fat great trial—a fear- 
ful siege of iflness—but it also re- 
vealed to us an inestimable treasure 
—the possession of scores of loving 
friends. We left it only to try our 
fortunes in a new land. And now 
I'm wondering what the little 
house that we are at present look- 
ing forward to has in store for us.

The Household 

Pepper-Nuts—Separate the whites 
and yolks of three eggs, beat the 
yolks until thick and the whites 
until stiff, then mix lightly togeth- 
er. Beat in gradually one pound 
of sugar and nuts, fruits and spices 
to taste and add a pinch of salt. 
Sift very carefully three cupfuls of 
flour with two teaspoonfuls of 
baking powder and mix this in the 
batter until the dough looks crum- 
bly. Pinch off small pieces of this 
about the size of a walnut and 
place on buttered tins. Bake ina 
moderately hot oven for twenty 
minutes and dust over with pow- 
dered sugar. 

Cocoanut Puffs—Beat stiffly the 
whites of three eggs, adding one 
cup of powdered sugar. Heat the 
bow! over steam untila slight crust 
forms on bottom and sides of dish; 
take from the steam and add one 
teaspoonful of cornstarch and two 
cups of dessicdited cocoanut. Drop 
in small pieces on buttered tins and 
bake quickly until light brown. 


A Hedgehog—Bake a sponge 
cake iu an oblong pan. When cold 
pour over it a glass of sherry wine; 
then stick it full of blanched 
almonds and pour over all a_ soft 
custard. 
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Berlin Goodies—One quarter of 
a pound of butter rubbed with one- 
half a pound of sugar, add one-half 
a pound of sifted flour and stir 
through the whole, four eggs, 
beaten separately. Spread the 
mixture on the pan a medium 
thickness, perhaps one-half an inch 
or little more, Cover the top with 
chopped almonds, Prownd  cinna- 
non and a little powdered sugar. 

Coffee Custard—Put one cup and 
ahalf of milk in a double boiler 
and add one tablespoonful of: corn- 
starch which has been dissolved in 
a little cold milk. Allow the milk 
and cornstarch to become thorough- 
ly blended and add one teaspoonful 
of sugar. Whip one egg to a froth 
and pour into the cornstarch mix- 
ture, stirring all the time until it is 
serfectly smooth, but not too thick. 
Iwo minutes is usually sufficient 
to leave on the fire. Add one-half 
teaspoonful of coffee extract.
